Millis, Massachusetts, Monday, March 10, 1958 


The Annual Business Meeting of the Town of Millis was held 
Monday evening, March 10, 1958, in the High School Auditorium, 
and called to order by the Town Moderator, Rudolph F., King, at 
7:30 P.M. 


The Town Warrant calling this meeting was read by the Moder- 
ator, which was signed by Selectmen Morris C. Mushnick, Ray- 
mond E. Simpson and Michael E. Collins: Attest: Henry J. Cassidy, 
Constable. 


There being no objections offered, the reading in full of each 
Article at this time was omitted, to be read and acted upon indi- 
vidually.

Voted that the Town authorize the Park Commissioners to appoint 
one of their own members as Superintendent of Parks, to be paid 
on an hourly basis at the prevailing hourly wage for Town em- 
ployees, funds to be obtained from Park Department appropriation 
under Article 3, 


ARTICLE 20—To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint an unpaid committee of seven members, to be 
known as a School Building Committee, if a Regional School Dis- 
trict is not established by December 1, 1958; and that the sum of 
$10,000.00, be appropriated for the use of said committee to obtain 
construction drawings for the purpose of soliciting bids, or act in 
any manner relating thereto. 


Motion made to authorize the Moderator to appoint an unpaid 
committee of seven members, to be known as the School Building 
Committee, by April 15, 1958, and that $1,000.00, be appropriated 
for use of said Committee to make a study of this problem. 


Amended Motion offered and Carried that the following be added 
to the original Motion: — “that this Committee report back to the 
Town’s people within six months from date of appointment”. 


Voted to authorize the Moderator to appoint an unpaid Commit- 
tee of seven members, to be known as the School Building Com- 
mittee, by April 15, 1958, and that $1,000.00, be appropriated for 
use of said Committee to make a study of this problem; and that 
this Committee report back to the Town’s people within six months 
from date of appointment. 


ARTICLE 21—To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the School Cafeteria Revolving Fund, 
or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Voted that the Town appropriate the sum of $1,000.00, for the 
School Cafeteria Revolving Fund. 


ARTICLE 22—To see if the Town will vote to replace the 1955 
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Ford School Bus by the purchase of a new bus with the allowance — 
on the old bus to be applied against the purchase price of the new 

bus, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Voted that the Town replace the 1955 Ford School Bus by the 
purchase of a new bus with the allowance on the old bus to be 
applied against the purchase price of the new bus and that the sum 


of $4,500.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 23—To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay unpaid 1957 School bills in the amount 
of $1,514.24, or act in any manner relating thereto.

After explanation and discussion, it was 
Voted to dismiss Article 24. 


ARTICLE 25—To see if the Town will authorize the Moderator 
to appoint a committee to continue the work of the present commit- 
tee known as a Regional School District Planning Committee in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 14, of Chapter 71, of the 
General Laws as amended, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Motion made and Lost—to authorize the Moderator to appoint a 
Committee to continue the work of the present committee known 
as a Regional School District Planning Committee in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 14 of Chapter 71, of the General Laws, 
as amended. 


ARTICLE 26—To see if the Town will purchase, for school pur- 
poses, a parcel of 88,600 square feet, more or less, of land now 
owned by James R. McDonough et ux, which abuts the Town Park, 
appropriate money for same, and to determine whether the money 
shall be provided for by taxation, by borrowing, or by appropriation 
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from available funds in the treasury, or act in any manner relating 
thereto, 


Voted not to dismiss Article 26. 


After a long discussion regarding right-of-way, etc., it was unani- 
mously Voted that the Town purchase, for school purposes, a parcel 
of land consisting of 88,600 square feet, more or less, now owned 
by James R. McDonough et ux, which abuts the Town Park, and 
that $5,000.00, be appropriated from the tax levy of the current year. 


ARTICLE 27—To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to continue the work of the pres- 
ent committee on the investigation of land for school use, appropri- 
ate a sum of money for same, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Voted that the Town authorize the Moderator to appoint a com- 
mittee to continue the work of the present committee on the investi- 
gation of land for school use, and to appropriate the sum of $100.00, 
for the use of this Committee. 


ARTICLE 28—To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to purchase land from Ruth P. Cunningham for 
the purpose of a well site and to determine whether the money shall 
be provided for by taxation, by borrowing or by appropriation from 
available funds in the Treasury, or act in any manner relating 
thereto. 


Motion made that the Town appropriate the sum of $4,000.00, 
to purchase land from Ruth P. Cunningham for the purpose of a 
well site, and that a Committee be appointed under Article 62, to 
study this problem further and so advise the Town at the next 
Town Meeting. 


Amended Motion offered, and it was Voted, that the appointing 
of a Committee under Article 62 be eliminated from the Motion. 


Unanimously Voted that the Town appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00, to purchase land from Ruth P. Cunningham for the 
purpose of a well site. 
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ARTICLE 29—To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to construct a Gravel-stabilized well, pumping 
equipment, power line and pump house and to determine whether — 
the money shall be provided for by taxation, by borrowing or by 
appropriation from available funds in the treasury, or act in any — 
manner relating thereto. 


Motion offered that Article 29 be dismissed. 


After discussion pro and con,—by rising count “Yes” 66, “No” 
122, it was Voted not to dismiss this Article. 


Motion made that the Town appropriate the sum of $32,575.00, 
to construct a Gravel-stabilized well, pumping equipment, power 
line and pump house. 


Amended Motion offered that the Town appropriate the sum of 
$2,575.00, from Town tax levy, $30,000.00, to be borrowed on Notes 
for a period of fifteen years. 


Voted not to accept this Amended Motion. 
Voted that Article 29 be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 30—To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate a sum of money to build an access road to proposed new well 
site from Orchard Street to proposed well site, on established “Right 
of Way” and to determine whether the money shall be provided for 
by taxation, by borrowing or by appropriation from available funds 
in the treasury, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Voted that Article 80 be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 31—To see if the Town will vote to extend a ten-inch 
cast iron water main from proposed new pumping station to the 
intersection of Middlesex and Orchard Streets with necessary valves 
and hydrants, a distance of approximately 5,800 feet, to determine 
whether the money shall be provided for by taxation, by borrowing 
or by appropriation from available funds in the treasury, or act in 
any manner relating thereto. 


Voted that Article 31 be dismissed. 
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ARTICLE 32—To see if the Town will vote to extend a ten-inch 
cast iron water main from the junction of Acorn and Spencer Streets 
southerly on Acorn Street, a distance of approximately 3620 feet. 
for the purpose of tying in dead end mains, and to determine 
whether the money shall be provided for by taxation, by borrowing 
or by appropriations from available funds in the treasury, or act in 
any manner relating thereto, 


Voted that Article 32 be dismissed. 


ARTICLE 33—To see if the Town will vote to extend an eight- 
inch cast iron water main from the new pumping station on Water 
Street, westerly to Van Kleeck Road, a distance of approximately 
1100 feet for the purpose of eliminating a dead-end main, and to 
determine whether the money shall be provided for by borrowing 
or by appropriations from available funds in the Treasury, or act in 
any manner relating thereto.

Highway Report 
The highway money for 1958 was spent on the usual maintenance 
of all town roads where needed, such as drainage, mowing road- 
sides, widening, patching, and surface treatments. 


One section of Pleasant Street was widened and a mixed-in-place 
surface applied. Mixed-in-place surfaces were also applied to sec- 
tions of Main, Village, Spring and Pleasant Streets. 


Part of Walnut Street was widened and graveled and penetrated 
with an asphalt surface.

Growth and change typify our library activities in 1958. To be 
fully prepared to carry out the library's responsibility to a growing 
community, the Trustees requested and received without charge 
from the State Library Extension Service a professional survey 
which evaluated present needs and future demands. Their recom- 
mendations, together with our own proposals, form the basis of a 
plan which we think will best serve the needs of library patrons 
through and into a necessary expansion project. The first steps 
were taken in the fall when announcement was made of the follow- 
ing expanded services: 


1. The library will be open an additional three hours weekly. 
Afternoon hours: 1:30-4:30. Evening hours: 6:30-8:30.

SEPTEMBER 2—Anna E. Bowe, 99 Forest road, authorized 
to operate a real estate business from her home. 


NOVEMBER 7 — Chester L. Oberlander, Baltimore street, 
petition denied to conduct a business of repairing appliances 
at his home in a lawful residential zone.

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REPORT OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS

To the Citizens of Millis: 


On Tuesday, May 6, 1958 the bids for Contract No. 11 for the 
ditching and laying of an eight-inch sewer main with six-inch 
property line laterals, extending Millis Sewer System on Exchange 
Street, starting at Van Kleeck Corner to the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Ford, were opened at the Town Office and they were 
as follows:

The Board voted to follow Mr. E. Ward Engineer’s recom- 
mendation and awarded the contract No. 11 to Dominic DiPietro 
& Son. This work was started the middle of July 1958 and was 
completed in the first week of August 1958. The sewer is working 
satisfactorily. 

_ Article 37 in last year’s warrant was voted the sum of $3,500.00 
to rebuild two sewer beds at the filter beds. Beds 1 and 2 were com- 
pletely rebuilt. The expense of rebuilding these two filter beds was 
greater than we expected due to the rocks and ledge that were left 
in the beds by the contractor that built them in the year 1920. 
We used money from our maintenance account to complete these 
two beds. The cost of these two beds ran about $4500. These beds 
are working very satisfactorily. Due to the increase sewage at the 
filter beds one more bed had to be fixed up before the cold weather. 
The Sewer Board met with the Finance Committee and asked for 
$500.00 to rebuild bed No. 5. The request was granted by the 
Finance Committee. This bed was fixed by putting in 1% feet of 
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screened sand. We wish to thank the Highway Department for 
their cooperation. 

We have two sludge beds and three more filter beds to be 
rebuilt. For the coming year 1959 we are inserting an article in the 
Town Warrant to rebuild one sludge bed and one filter bed. The 
Sewer Commissioners feel that the cost would be too great to do 
all in one year, with the rising increase of our taxes. 


The assessment for sewer extension is levied to the abutters at 
$2.25 per foot of frontage. Sewer rental to the users of sewer system 
is at a rate of 50% of their water bill. 


All property owners wishing to connect to the sewer system 
must have a permit from the Sewer Commissioners, and contractor 
or person doing the job must be approved by the Sewer Commis- 
sioners. The job must be inspected, all material used must be 
approved by the Sewer Commissioners. The entrance into the sani- 
tary sewer for purpose of water drainage other than sewerage is 
prohibited, and garbage disposal also is prohibited. All sewer con- 
nections are subject to inspection by the Sewer Commissioners.

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REPORT OF THE 
MILLIS SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the Annual Town Meeting in Millis, March 10, 1958 the 
Moderator was authorized to appoint an unpaid seven member 
School Building Committee. The appointments were made as fol- 
lows: Mrs. Hindy Rosenfeld, Mr. Frederick J. Welch, Mr. Gordon 
P. King, Mr. Arthur Carter, Mr. John Ellington, Mr. Earl H. Merkle, 
and Mr. Charles Mandell. On March 27, 1958 this committee met 
for organizational purposes. Mr. Gordon P. King was elected Chair- 
man, Mr. Frederick J. Welch was elected Vice Chairman, Mrs. Hindy 
Rosenfeld was elected Secretary, Mr. Charles Mandell was elected 
Finance Officer and Mr. Earl H. Merkle was elected Liaison Man 
with the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission. 


At our first meeting we voted to invite Dr. George Roy, Super- 
intendent of the Millis Schools, to act as an educational consultant 
and ex-officio member of our committee. He accepted our invitation 
and together with Frederick J. Welch determined the educational 
specifications for the building project. 


The committee carefully studied present and projected school 
enrollment, present and desired educational programs and facilities 
available in our present school buildings compared with desired 
plant facilities in reaching our conclusion that Millis needed to 
construct at the earliest possible date a six year junior-senior high 
school with a capacity of seven hundred students. This school would 
take care of grades seven through twelve until 1968, based on 
projection figures furnished by the Massachusetts School Building 
Assistance Commission. In our activities to date we have held over 
forty meetings, several of them with other official Town Committees 
whose advice and cooperation we asked and received. 


We selected the architectural firm of Walter M. Gaffney Associ- 
ates, Inc. of Barnstable, Massachusetts after interviewing representa- 
tives of eight architectural firms and surveying their work by visiting 
schools and other public buildings they had designed. Our close 
inspection of Walter M. Gaffney Associates’ recently constructed 
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schools of comparable size to that which we proposed convinced 
us that this firm would do a good job for the Town of Millis. 


Detailed brochures covering the report of the Millis School 
Building Committee were distributed to the citizens of Millis. 


At a special town meeting, October 14, 1958, plans for the 
construction of a six year junior-senior high school with an appro- 
priation of $1,570,000.00 were approved by a 505 to 28 standing 
vote. 


Further activities of our School Building Committee with the 
architect, school authorities and other Town Committees assure the 
continued progress of the junior-senior high school for the Town 
of Millis.

School Building Committee 


REPORT OF 
SCHOOL LAND INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


During 1958 the School Land Investigating Committee devoted 
its activities to obtaining a desirable site for a Junior-Senior High 
School. To accomplish this purpose, it was necessary for us to work 
closely with the School Building Committee and the Massachusetts 
School Building Assistance Commission. 
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At a special town meeting on October 14, 1958 the townspeople 3 
voted to purchase the site that the committee recommended. 


A School Land Committee was created shortly after the town 
meeting in 1955. This, and other committees, have been operating 
annually since that time. During these four years, the citizens of 
Millis have voted the purchase of three different parcels of land — 
which were recommended by the land committee. These three sites — 
comprise a total of twenty-nine and one half acres, which are avail- 
able for school purposes. This is more than three times the area 
available for school use prior to the creation of this committee. We — 
are not requesting that this committee be reappointed in 1959 as 
there seems to be no need for its services at present. However, the 
time may well come when a land committee will need to be re- 
activated. Your School Committee will be aware as to when it is 
necessary. 


We wish to sincerely thank the School Committee, Building — 
Committee, Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, and Millis — 
Parent Teachers Association for their excellent cooperation and 
assistance. We also wish to thank Dr. George C. Roy, Superintend- 
ent of Schools; Mr. Millard B. LaCroix, of the Board of Assessors;

During the year this department responded to 64 calls. 


We assisted the Sherborn department once and at several fires 
we were assisted by the Walpole, Franklin, Medway, Medfield and 
Norfolk departments. 


The 1927 Maxim pumper used as a utility piece the past several 
years broke down this spring and the Maxim Motors Company 
repaired the motor but advised against a major outlay of money to 
repair the pump, as the motor could not withstand the strain of 
operating it. 

The Niagara Company of this department expended a sum of 
money from their funds to purchase a second-hand ladder truck, 
and through the generosity of the townspeople collected enough 
money to have it conditioned and equipped for use. We ask that 
favorable action be taken on the Article to have the Town accept 
same when presented at the Annual Town Meeting. 


We have twelve men activated as an auxiliary to this depart- 
ment.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


In order to cope with the rising taxes and other acute problems 
associated with a growing community, the Planning Board decided 
on a course of positive action this year. 


More than 40 regular or special meetings were held during the 
year in a continuous effort to give some direction and subsequent 
economic stability to the growth of our Town. 


The services of the Economic Development Associates of Boston 
were retained on a contractual basis to prepare a revised Protective 
By-Law and a new Zoning Map for the Town. The completed map 
and by-law will be presented for adoption at the 1959 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


One new sub-division was given “conditional” approval by the 
Planning Board during 1958. This new development is currently 
under construction in an area off Union Street and will eventually 
comprise twenty (20) dwelling units with the street and services 
completed at no expense to the Town. We have before us two (2) 
proposed sub-divisions located in the Boggastowe area and which 
together will comprise more than 100 new homes. 


It has been our observation this year that the chief problem 
facing growing communities that make extensive use of regulatory 
boards is a tendency of some members of such boards to begin to 
think and act like the very people whom they are supposed to be 
regulating. A complete awareness of this problem has characterized 
the actions of all the members of the Millis Planning Board. Our 
objective is to conduct our business and direct our decisions toward 
a wholesome, healthy growth for our Town.

We present herewith our report of the Millis Public Schools 
for the calendar year 1958. 


Due to the increase in enrollment it has been necessary to add 
an additional teacher at both the elementary and junior-senior high 
school level. 


The School Committee has endorsed unanimously the recom- 
mendations of the School Building Committee for a new junior- 
senior high school. 


In September, 1958, for the first time, Millis had three fifth 
grades. For the past several years Millis has been faced with over- 
crowded school conditions, and with the approval of the towns- 
people, have voted, as you know, to erect a junior-senior high school 
which will correct this situation. 


During the summer of 1958 the Millis Committee appointed 
Mrs. Ruth Huestis to the position of Reading Analyst. This position 
was first held by Leo Hanley in 1956-57 who left Millis to accept 
a similar position at Boston University. The Committee feels fortun- 
ate in having been able to engage a person of her caliber for this 
position. More details relative to this special reading will be found 
in the report of the Reading Analyst. 


For the first time Millis has the services of a full-time Music 
Supervisor, Miss Sula Mekelatos. Previously this program was 
handled on a two-day a week basis, and it is hoped with the full- 
time position that the vocal music will become more meaningful 
and profitable in the school program. 


After careful consideration of teachers’ salaries the Committee 
voted to adopt the following schedule. It was felt by the Committee 
that to attract and hold good teachers a schedule of this type would 
be helpful. 
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Statement of School Committee Salary Policy 


1. This salary schedule will become effective September 1, 1959. ae 
All provisions herein stated shall apply to that date or a later 
date. 


2. The schedule provides annual increments to teachers who show 
continued professional growth and contributions to the teach- 
ing profession as evidenced in the classroom, in professional 
study, in attendance at conferences, in travel, committee work, 
as well as other related ways. Step increases are not automatic. 


3. If the Superintendent should recommend that the salary of any 
teacher should not be advanced according to the schedule, 
notice to that effect will be given to such teacher not later than 
the time of issuing contracts, explaining the causes of such 
decision. The salary of such teacher shall remain the same until 
notified otherwise by the Superintendent of Schools. 


4, The beginning salary of any new teacher shall be determined by 
the School Committee, on recommendation of the Superin- 
tendent, by appraising training, experience, and other quali- 
fications at the time of original appointment. It shall not 
necessarily be entirely in accordance with experience and train- 
ing. 

5. When a teacher has qualified for placement upon an advanced 
scale, he shall, at the beginning of the next salary year, be 
placed upon that scale in the next step above that on which 
he is at the time of qualification, provided he has met the 
stipulations as set forth in Section 7. 


6. It shall be the responsibility of the teacher to notify the Super- 
intendent of Schools, not later than November 1, that complet- 
ing of eligibility for reclassification to the next higher scale is 
expected before the following September 1.

This year the Millis Public Schools were faced with extreme 
cases of vandalism. During the summer a portrait of our high 
school principal, Mr. Clyde Brown, was damaged beyond repair. 
On that occasion extensive damage was done to the walls and ceil- 
ing, both in the corridor and in the women’s teachers’ room. It was 
necessary to replace the shades which were likewise damaged in the 
teachers’ room at that time. A telephone booth was also damaged 
at that time, and it was necessary to replace all the wiring, as well 
as the instrument. It was further necessary to wash and paint the 
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telephone booth itself. At that time a fire extinguisher had been 
turned upside down and left to drain in the telephone booth, 
The contents leaked through the floor and damaged the ceiling _ 
beneath, 


On Thanksgiving Eve severe damage was done to the windows 
in the elementary school. Nine plates of glass, four Thermolite and 
five Duolite, each measuring approximately 2400 square feet were — 
broken. Two panes, measuring approximately 1000 square feet each, 
were also damaged. 


In each of the above instances the police have been called to 
investigate the problems. Both the school and police authorities 
will prosecute any individuals damaging the public schools. It is 
expensive enough to pay for materials and normal upkeep of 
buildings without wasting money which is unnecessary, such as 
these mentioned. Any individuals who see people around school 
buildings who may appear to be suspicious should notify the police 
immediately concerning this situation. The school buildings are 
town property and all of us have an obligation to see that they are 
properly respected and protected. 


Again this year the School Committee is asking for money to 
purchase a school bus. A bus which is three years old will be traded 
toward the purchase of this new one. In three years the net cost 
will be reimbursed to the town by the state. 


The School Committee has been studying the problem of 
double sessions which is a result of the increase in school popula- 
tion and will have specific recommendations concerning the opera- 
tion of the schools for September prior to the close of school in 
June. 


The School Committee has loaned to the Little League officials 
the so-called Cunningham property. 

The Committee is again participating in the Framingham 
Mental Health Center. Members of the Framingham Mental Health 
staff are available for consultation with the faculty on request. 
Arrangements for help from this office may be made by contacting 
the local school authorities. 
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On August 25 the Committee adopted the following policy on 
dress: 
Dress not acceptable includes: 


Boys—Dungarees, Garrison Belts, Engineer Boots, Cleated 
Shoes, Shirts not buttoned to the neckline, T-shirts as an 
outside garment, Trousers not belted at the waistline, 
Extreme haircuts, Leather jackets that have studs. 


Girls—Curlers of any type, Kerchiefs wor on the head in 
school, Sheer blouses, Hooped skirts, Bermuda Shorts, 
Slacks, and Dungarees. 


The School Committee conducts its meetings on the first and 
third Mondays of each month in the High School Building. 


Under the present law arrangements are made to transport a 
pupil daily to and from the Milford Special Education Class. It is 
hoped that by September this individual, along with one who is 
already attending the Wrentham State School, will both be enrolled 
on a day-to-day basis at the latter institution. 


Fire Chief Ward has cooperated with the School officials in 
studying and determining the needs for protecting the students and 
buildings. Recommendations made by the Gamewell Company for 
both school buildings are approved by Chief Ward and the mem- 
_ bers of the Committee. Money has been provided in the 1959 
school budget to meet this need. 


Police Chief Balkam has likewise cooperated with the School 
officials throughout the year. In the opinion of the Committee, 
Chief Balkam is faced with an impossible task time and time again. 
He may be directing traffic in front of the school and have to leave 
to attend to various emergencies such as automobile accidents. The 
Committee feels that police protection should be under the direction 
of the Police Department, and that arrangements should be made 
for coverage both in front of the schools and at Holbrook’s Square 
on school days when pupils are going to and returning from school. 
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The members of the Millis Schoo] Committee have participated BS 


in the Area 2 meetings which are conducted by the Massachusetts 


Association of School Committees, as well as their state meetings. — ; 


Last year a representative attended the national meeting. For the 
second consecutive year members of the Millis School Committee 
have shown considerable interest by their attendance at a seminar 
for school committee members conducted by Boston University. 


The Millis School Committee wishes to take this opportunity to 
thank the administrators, faculty, schoo] personnel, heads of all 
Town Departments, and townspeople for their excellent cooperation. 
The Committee is grateful to the scholarships awarded by the fol- 
lowing groups: Post No. 208 American Legion—$500; Millis Parent- 
Teacher Association——$350; and the Fire Department—$100.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

‘ 
To the School Committee and the Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I submit my tenth report as Superintendent of Schools. 
It is the sixty-seventh in a series of school reports and includes selec- 
tions from reports of the principals, supervisors, special instructors and 
eoaches. It is not the intent that this report cover all the detail of the 
school year, but it is intended that the educational highlights of 1958 
be listed and described briefly. 


Our Major Problem — School Housing 


Our major problem is adequate school housing facilities. We are 
most pleased with the support given by the townspeople at the special 
town meeting when action was taken on two very important articles, 
namely, the purchase of the school land and the approval of the right 
to build, erect and equip the new junior-senior high school. 


For reference purposes, the following chart, used in the report of 
the School Building Committee, is repeated. 


This chart points out the special subject matter areas and activity 
areas, their limitations, and brief comments concerning the correction 
of these limitations in the proposed school. 
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The School Committee has been and is still studying the best — 
way to solve the school housing problem with the present facilities 


for next September. 


With the new junior-senior high school building Millis will have 
adequate facilities for some time to come.

Repairs and Equipment: 


Major repairs in the High School building included the installa- 
tion of metal stair treads on one stairway, the water-proofing of the 
rear wall and the wall facing the rear gymnasium wall, and the repair- 
ing of the gutter on the rear section of the building facing the audi- 
torium. 


Some of the major purchases of equipment were as follows: eighty- 
one desks and chairs; tires and tubes; signs purchased from Norfolk 
Prison Colony for school ground purposes. 


Vandalism has cost the town money unnecessarily. Last summer 
a portrait of Mr. Brown, High School Principal, was damaged by spray 
paint. It was damaged beyond repair and has been reproduced by the 
same artist at considerable expense. The same incident required the 
washing and painting of walls and ceiling in the women teachers’ room, 
and the replacement of shades in the women teachers’ room. The public 
telephone booth located in the corridor was damaged by a fire extin- 
guisher which was turned upside down and allowed to ruin the inside 
of the booth. The contents of the extinguisher leaked through the floor 
and damaged the ceiling of the lower level as well. The Telephone 
Company had to replace all wiring and the telephone, itself. 


Thanksgiving morning members of the School Committee and 
Superintendent surveyed the damage done maliciously which was dis- 
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covered by the local police. Four Thermolite and five Duolite panes, 
each measuring 2900 square feet were broken. In addition two panes 
_ measuring approximately 1000 square feet each were also damaged. 


; All of us have a responsibility to respect and to see that others 
respect town property. If any individuals seen to be violating their 
rights of respecting school property, police and school authorities would 
appreciate being notified. Offenders will be prosecuted to the full extent 
of the law by police and school officials. 


General: 


Driver Education was sponsored by the School Committee again 
this year. Not only is there a financial saving for the individuals who 
take and pass the course when insurance is purchased for the vehicle 
which they drive, but more so there is greater protection for the citi- 
zens and the teenage drivers themselves. 


Evening Practical Arts Courses in sewing were again conducted 
under the direction of Miss Alexia Bayramshian, and Tray Painting 
under the direction of Mrs. Dorothy Wallace. These courses have 
been offered in response to a questionnaire. 


The School Committee sponsored a five week Recreational Pro- 
gram—two weeks of swimming and three weeks of playground activi- 
ties. Supervisors included Lizette Walter, Lois Brodeur and Lawrence 


Kinsman. 
Professional: 

This year your School Committee has maintained its active mem- 
bership in the Massachusetts Association of School Committees. The 
local Committee has been represented at all Area 2 meetings, state 
and national meetings. The members of the School Committee have 
been active for the second year in the School Committee Seminar at 
Boston University. 


Teachers belong to the local, Massachusetts Teachers Association 
and are affiliated with the National Education Association. 


Your Superintendent has been active in the Tri-County Superin- 
tendents’ Association, Massachusetts School Superintendents’ Associa- 
tion, New England School Superintendents’ Association, and the 
American Association of School Administrators. 


Your Superintendent has served as State Chairman of the National 
Education Association Legislative Committee and as a member of the 
Advisory Committee on Legislation to the State Board of Education.

Education should be provided for all American youth to the full 
extent of their abilities and aptitudes according to their individual 
differences. 

The program concerning education should be scientifically deter- 
mined by research, experimentation, and evolving practice. 


The curriculum in the school should be constantly evaluated in 
light of local, state, and national needs. 


Objectives of our program are in part as follows: 
Encourage intellectual growth as a basic objective. 
Teach the basic skills well. 


Offer a balanced educational program in light of the abilities and 
aptitudes of all students. 


Develop the attitudes, habits, values, understandings and apprecia- 
tions basic for a well-adjusted person. 


Determine and develop the special talents and meet the special 
needs of all pupils. 

Develop the ability to make sound judgments based on correct 
and complete information. 

Contribute to physical and mental health. 

Help pupils acquire increasing ability to exercise self-discipline 
as individuals and in groups. 

Instill a respect for work and for skill in performance and the 
ability to carry assignments through to completion. 

Stimulate the desire for continued learning throughout life. 


The elementary school program should develop healthy boys and 
girls. With the acquiring of subject matter, the elementary pupil 
learns to work and study, noticing standards of skilled workmanship; 
to live safely; to contribute to his group; to cooperate with others; to 
accept responsibility and leadership. Through daily activities such 
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characteristics as honesty, reliability, fair play, self-control are © 
developed. 


The junior high school program was set up to meet the specific 
needs of the early adolescent and to provide opportunity for the student 
to determine his aptitudes and interests. 


Acquiring of more knowledge of subjects introduced in the ele- 
mentary school and the continued or introduction of foreign languages, 
industrial arts and home economics. 


The student in the junior high school has several teachers instead 
of one as is typical in elementary school. He learns the importance of 
scheduling and assumes more responsibility for himself. Rapid physi- 
cal change and exploration of interests is noted. 


At the high school level the program of studies of the elementary 
and junior high school continue with the courses more specialized. 
Emphasis is still placed on the development of healthy pupils and be- 
havior patterns in areas such as citizenship, character, and respect for 
learning. 


Foreign languages are continued. Programs of general education 
for all students is continued through required courses in English, social 
studies, mathematics, science and physical education. 


Conclusion: 


The National Education Act of 1958 kept the door open for more 
federal assistance to Education without federal control of Education. 
The Murray-Metcalf Bill, Senate 2, HR22, has been filed at the na- 
tional level for 1959. Briefly, $25 would be distributed to the states on 
the basis of the population which is between the ages of 5 and 17, 
both inclusive, or approximately $1.1 billion the first year; $50 the 
second year, or about $2.2 billion; $75 the third year, or about $3.6 
billion; $100 the fourth year, or approximately $4.7 billion. After 1962 
the appropriation authorized would be $100 per child of school age, 
the total amount authorized would either increase or decrease accord- 
ing to the school-age population. 


At the state level, a $3600 teacher’s minimum salary was approved 
by the General Court. In 1959 bills have been filed beginning with 
$4200 and many at $4500. The Statewide Committee for School Aid 
has filed House 149 which would mean a substantial increase in state 
aid for schools. 


In the interest of educational legislation your Superintendent is 
serving as Co-Chairman of the Massachusetts School Superintendents’ 
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sociation’s Legislative Committee; State Chairman of the N.E.A. 
_ Federal Legislation Committee, and as a member of the Advisory 
Legislative Committee to the State Board of Education, having been 
_ appointed by the Commissioner of Education, Dr. Owen B. Kiernan.

REPORT OF JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year 1958. 


The Junior-Senior High School opened on September 3, with an 
increased enrollment and, because of lack of room in the elementary 
building, three fifth grade and two sixth grade classes were brought 
into the High School building. Since the capacity of this building is 
390 pupils and we are housing 454, it is needless to say that we are 
working under crowded conditions. In June we will graduate our last 
fairly small class of not more than 30 pupils, while approximately 72 
pupils will advance to the seventh grade of Junior High School. At the 
same time the fourth grade of about 88 pupils will have to move out of 
the elementary school building. Since the High School building can 
no longer house the increasing overflow from the elementary school, 
there is only one solution: sessions for a few grades must be doubled.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is again my pleasure to submit to you this report of the 
Elementary School, grades kindergarten through six. 


Enrollment as of October 1, 1958 totalled 657. This represents 
an increase of 64 pupils over the enrollment as of October 1, 1957. The 
current total of 657 comprises 337 boys and 320 girls. Of this total 482 
are housed in the Clyde F. Brown Elementary School, and 175 in the 
Junior-Senior High School Building.

Looking ahead to the next school year, our projected enrollment 
indicates the addition of at least one more room for an added sixth 
grade. Thus, for the first time in Millis, there will be, in addition 
to the morning and afternoon sessions of the Kindergarten, at least 
three of each grade, through grade six. Presently we are occupying 
18 rooms—13 in the Clyde F. Brown School, and 5 in the Junior-Senior 
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High School. Ideally, and for the best educational advantages, e 
first, second, third, and 6th grades for next year should be divided into 
four rooms instead of only the three each that are available to us. We 
realize however, that space limitations at present, preclude such an 
ideal situation. te 


The fifth and sixth grades housed in the Junior-Senior High 
School building are operating on the time schedule of that school but — 
are under the administrative control of the Elementary Principal. 
Again we are most grateful to Mr. Brown and the members of the 
elementary staff housed in the Junior-Senior High School for the 
excellent manner and high quality of leadership they have exercised 
in maintaining that split section of the elementary school. 


As we have done in the past few years, we again are cooperating 
with the Millis Public Library to encourage summer reading and regu- 
lar library visitations by the pupils of the elementary school. We are 
grateful to the Trustees of the Millis Public Library for their active 
cooperation in the interest of cultivating good reading and good reading 
habits. 


The annual Memorial Day exercises were again held with the 
entire school gathered around the flagpole. All classes participated in 
these exercises. Present also were Reverend John Leonard, Reverend 
Dexter Rice, Dr. George C. Roy, and Mr. Gardner Rice representing 
the service organizations. Each gave a brief and appropriate inspira- 
tional message. 


In June, class picnics were held for all classes in the grove area 
surrounding the east end of the town park. This activity has largely 
replaced the customary field trips of the past when bus transportation 
was available to us. Due to more numerous commitments, busses have 
not been available to us for the past two years. We hope to continue 
the practice of annual class picnics which are one of the highlights of 
the school year for each class. 


Achievement tests were again administered in October in grades 
three through six. These tests bear no weight in a child’s scholastic 
record as they are given only as a diagnostic device to determine what 
are a pupil’s weaknesses and where he needs more intensive indivi- 
dual help. 


Also, in accordance with the testing program, I.Q., tests were ad- 
ministered to grades one, three, and five. The results of these tests are 
not made public but are recorded on permanent records. These marks 
in no way affect the pupil’s report card.

_ year in the Millis Schools has shown excellent results in the quality of 


" jndividual handwriting. Manuscript writing (printing) is taught in 


“grades one and two. The transition to cursive writing (long hand) 
‘takes place in grade three and continues thereafter. 


The high level of Parent-Teacher relationship was manifested by 
the unusually high percentage of individual Parent-Teacher confer- 
ences held during American Education Week and again in the spring 
by the large numbers who turned out for the Parent Luncheons. Sep- 
arate luncheons were held for each room. Parents ate lunch in the 
eafetorium and returned to the class with their children to observe 
them in their school-room environment. After luncheon and room 
visits, the parents met in general session with the Principal to discuss 
and exchange ideas which would be of mutual benefit to the pupils 
both at home and in school. These luncheon meetings proved to be an 
interesting and valuable experience for both parents and teachers alike. 


A science workshop was held in the spring for the elementary 
school teachers. Mr. Francis X. Mahoney of the Ginn Publishing 
Company gave an extremely interesting demonstration of simple 
scientific principles and suggestions for their presentation in the 
elementary science program. 


We express our sincerest thanks to Dr. Roy and the School Com- 
mittee for their interest and cooperation throughout the school year, 
also to the P.T.A. for their efforts in the interest of our schools. A very 
special word of thanks must also go to the school nurses, administra- 
tive personnel, and custodians who have always so generously assisted 
us in our many duties. Finally, a very warm word of thanks to the 
members of the elementary school faculty without whose cooperation, 
support, and friendship, our position would be ineffective and grossly 
poor. These fine people have done an outstanding job, and through 
their patience and perseverance, our work continues to be a most 
pleasant and rewarding experience.

The guidance program for the year was carried on in much the > 
same manner as in former years.

As part of the program we conducted a ten-year survey of Millis , 
High graduates which reveals some enlightening facts.

The survey points out, however, that many of our graduates do 
not immediately gain employment. This points up the need for more 
vocational instruction and guidance which we are working upon at 
the present time. The very location of Millis makes vocational guidance 
a most difficult enterprise due to the limited number of industries 
within easy commuting distance.

REPORT OF BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


SS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A wide and varied number of subjects in the school curriculum 
are necessary to meet the needs of students and to assist them in achiev- 
ing an all-around balanced education. Physical Education is only one 
of many school subjects. Yet it plays a very important part in 
contributing to the full development of the student personality. 


The Physical Education Department this year has stressed funda- 
mental skills for the boys. The sports include touch football, soccer, 
volley ball, basketball, softball, tumbling, track and field. The student 
enjoys having a knowledge of the background of the rules, techniques, 
and strategy of various activities. The emphasis is not so much on 
exercise for the sake of exercise as it is on having the student acquire 
skills and understanding that will stay with him as a permanent part 
of his life interests. 


In the fall each class was given “the Amateur Athletic Union 
Junior Physical Fitness Test.” This test included the following events: 


Sprint Pull Ups 
Walk and Run Standing Broad Jump 
Sit ups Push Ups 


Each boy competed against boys of his own age group. The stand- 
ards for this test were averages taken from every area in the United 
States. The Committee on Physical Fitness of the Federal Security 
Agency, Washington, D.C. felt that these standards are well within 
the safety zone and capacity of the average healthy boy. 
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The results of these tests are alarming. Only three in a class of 
fifteen could pass this test. This average is well below the standards 


set throughout the nation. Our physical education classes meet once 
or twice a week, which means some boys only have an hour and a half

of controlled exercises a week. You, as parents, should encourage your — 
sons to participate in some type of athletic competition or in a hobby 


that requires a certain degree of exercise. 


Physical Education is more than exercise, muscle builder and ath- 
letic competition. Physical Education also has health knowledge to 
impart, group experiences to offer, the joy of effort and achievement 
to give, the teaching of skills in lasting recreative interests as its 
responsibilities; and it must develop appreciation from the standpoint 
of a spectator and reader of sports, as well as a participant in them. 
Physical Education is education. It must always be in step with the 
current practices and procedures in education. It must always con- 
tribute to the all-around development and education of students. 


The success of the Physical Education Program this year is due 
in great part to the cooperation of the parents, school administrators 
and custodians.

REPORT OF GIRLS’ AND ELEMENTARY PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Successful living depends on the adequate adjustment of indivi- 
duals to society and physical education plays an important part in 
this adjustment. It teaches skills which promote physical fitness and 
develops a carry-over into family and community life. It aims to 
promote qualities of leadership, cooperation, self-control, courtesy, 
loyalty and honesty. 


In the elementary grades in Millis each room from the first grade 
up has one scheduled period of physical education a week plus two 
short recess periods a day. During the gym period activities are 
taught and practiced with a view to their being carried on during the 
other play periods. Such equipment as softballs and bats, footballs, 
playground balls and jump ropes are provided during recess. 


This year, due to the limited facilities in the present Junior-Senior 
High School, it has been necessary to cut down the girls’ gym activi- 
ties from two periods a week to one. This situation will be remedied 
on the completion of the new school with its greatly increased facili- 
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ties. The activities taught include calisthenics, soccer, basketball, — 
volleyball, badminton, track and field, softball and tennis. 


On the high school level the girls engage in an interscholastic g 
sports program. They play several surrounding towns in basketball — 
and softball. Last year in basketball our first team won four games — 
and lost four. The softball team had a record of three wins and three — 
losses. The cheerleaders cheer at the boys’ football and basketball 
games and put on a pep rally before each football game in the fall. 
They also compete in a cheerleaders’ Tournament. 


I wish to thank the school administration and the custodians for 
their help in carrying out the program.

REPORT OF READING ANALYST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The two-fold reading program inaugurated in Millis this year is 
designed to emphasize developmental reading without slighting reme- 
dial work. 


The two types of reading instruction differ in purpose, in proce- 
dures and in results expected as radically as the work of the athletic 
coach differs from that of the orthopedic surgeon or therapist. 


As the coach aims to develop normal physical potential and strives 
for superior performance, so the instructor of developmental reading 
strives to coach students to superior reading ability. Superior perform- 
ance in either field is dependent upon mastery of techniques, upon 
knowing, employing and practicing those “tricks of the trade” which 
prolong endurance, intensify speed or otherwise lead to outstanding 
performance.

Remedial reading, on the other hand, is comparable to the thera- 
_ peutic work prescribed by physician or surgeon to enable the patient 
with a handicap to lead a life as normal as possible—in the reading 
field, to read sufficiently well to “get by” in a world that daily in- 
creases demands upon reading ability. 


Whereas there was a time when a picture—possibly of a Cock and 


_ Bull—was all a man need be able to read in order to obtain daily sus- 


tenance, today a man with no higher ambition than that must be able 
to read directions in a super market, advertisements in a newspaper, 
menus in a restaurant. 


Whereas to drive an ox-cart, or a horse, no reading ability was 
needed, to drive a car it is necessary to be able to read roadsigns, in- 
struction manuals and maps. To fill out an income tax blank requires 
so high a degree of reading skill that hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans employ professional help to get them through the task. 


Degree of reading ability is the measure of a man’s independence. 


The increase in both difficulty and amount of reading required in 
the world today is a prime factor of “the reading problem”. A serious 
complication arises in failure to recognize that the old standard which 
considered a person “able to read” if he could translate the commoner 
printed words into speech or puzzle out a paragraph in a newspaper is 
no longer valid. 


Fourth grade reading ability is not adequate for mastery of 
seventh grade subject matter; nor is seventh grade reading ability 
sufficient for mastery of tenth grade work; nor tenth grade ability 
adequate for study beyond high school—whether in liberal arts, pro- 
fessions or highly skilled trades. 


Here, I cannot resist commending the students of Millis who, with 
one or two exceptions, show remarkable maturity in superseding unu- 
sual learning situations and exercise rare concentration in difficult 
surroundings. 


Not only the reading program but the reading analyst operates 
on a dual basis. 


Developmental aspects of reading have given rise to the slogan 
“Every teacher a teacher of reading” which—in the light of the mis- 
conception of reading as mere recognition of words in print — has 
caused considerable confusion and no little resentment both inside 
and outside the schools. This might be dispelled if all of us would dis- 
tinguish between learning to READ and learning to READ TO LEARN; 
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between reading skills essential to mathematics and those different— — 
and differing—skills needed to read science, social sciences, literature, 


With a view toward clarifying some of the confusion and estab- 
lishing a reasonable, workable division of reading instruction labors in 
Millis, the reading analyst conducted a series of six after-school ses- 
sions with the entire faculty—kindergarten through grade 12. These, 
designed to help each teacher identify his own place in the overall 
picture, were held in six successive weeks of September and October, 
one a week. They have been followed by informal discussions with 
individual teachers at all grade levels, and with small groups of 
teachers, to consider specific reading problems in specific areas, or in 
particular students. 


To forestall the reading instructor’s “spreading herself too thin” 
it was decided that she should work directly only with students in 
grades 7 through 12. During the first quarter of the school year 1958- 
1959, she worked directly with a total of 130 students: Grade VII, 21; 
Grade VIII, 46; Grade IX, 10; Grade X, 15; Grade XI, 11; Grade XII, 27. 


In any week, the reading analyst has worked directly with 80 to 85 
students, ranging from those still in need of basic word recognition 
training to high school seniors of adequate and even of superior reading 
ability. (The coach does not exclude from training those who excel in 
a given sport, and some stress was directed this first quarter toward 
developing college study skills in seniors planning to go on to insti- 
tutions of high learning.) 


Instruction ranged from work in groups as large as 8 or 10, as 
small as 2 or 3, to individual tutoring. 


Those who passed the reading course first quarter scored as fol- 
lows on standardized tests. (Cooperative Reading Comprehension 
CIysICUL G2T)e

These tests measure only vocabulary, speed, and accuracy with the 
material available for re-reading. 


Passing the course involved such other factors as: total grasp of the 
material; accuracy of recall without re-consulting the material; and 
indications that a student had achieved sufficient skill to continue im- 
provement without further immediate instruction and coaching. 


Re-scheduling after Thanksgiving (in progress as this report is 
written) involves further work with those who failed to make suffi- 
cient progress first quarter, and inauguration of work with others who 
could not be accommodated earlier.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


—_—_ 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Once more it is my privilege to submit a report of nursing service 
in the Millis schools. While most of the clinics and testing programs are 
primarily for the youngsters, the fields of health and safety are com- 
mon to pupils and personnel alike and it is hoped that by working 
together we can all stay healthy, happy and safe. 


One of the major programs each year is the physical examination 
of the children. This fall Dr. Zalvan examined 557 children. Most of 
the defects found were slight and required no special attention. The 
parents were notified of any health conditions which needed to be 
checked so that corrective measures could be taken. 


Because the adolescent period places a great strain on a child, 
physically and emotionally; because during this period the child is 
given more privileges regarding hours of rest and recreation; and 
because the physical education program for these youngsters increases 
as they begin to compete in the more active sports, we feel that a 
yearly evaluation of the children in grades 7 through 12 serves as an 
important guide for both the medical and physical education per- 
sonnel. Sometimes an apparently healthy looking child must be 
denied gym because of a health condition which would be aggravated 
by this extra activity, whereas another frailer child would be included 
in the program in the hope that the supervised play period would help 
the youngster’s physical development. 


The children at the elementary level have a spaced physical 
examination program. All are done on admission to Kindergarten or 
Grade 1 and then at intervals depending upon the findings of the 
examination or upon the general condition of the child and its ability 
to cope with the school situation. 


Parents of the elementary pupils are invited to be present, when- 
ever possible, at this examination. This conference provides an oppor- 
tunity for the doctor to point out to the parents and nurse, any prob- 
lems regarding the child’s development. Sometimes the condition is 
minor in nature and a bit of corrective work will clear it up. Others 
who present more serious problems are referred to their family physi- 
cians and to clinics where care can be given. 
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This year 114 parents met with us while 208 pupils were exam- 
ined. The high school physicals are done earlier in the fall, and, as 
many parents have children in both groups, this conference afforded Dr, 
Zalvan an opportunity to discuss with the parents the conditions found 
on 34 other children. 


In October a team from the Norfolk County Hospital did the 
Mantoux Skin Test on those members of the Junior class whose parents 
desired it. This testing replaces the Tuberculosis X-ray program pre- 
viously held for the Senior class. 


This year many of the school personnel also had the skin test done. 
Anyone who had a positive reaction has been X-rayed and are all right. 


During the school year all children are given vision and hearing 
tests. Parents are notified if a child does not pass the test. These 
Sereening tests help us pick up vision and hearing changes. However, 
alertness of the parents often will detect changes in behavior, problems 
with school work, and inattentiveness which could mean the beginning 
of the eye or ear condition. 


Frequently a child has been fitted for glasses, but since the child 
does not want to wear them the teacher never sees the child with them. 
If parents would let us know the results of the testing and when the 
child is supposed to wear the glasses we could assist in this corrective 


work. 


Dental Clinics are held each Wednesday at the elementary school. 
Our ever increasing enrollment makes it impossible to check all classes 
yearly. Last year at 32 Clinics the following work was done: 


175 children were X-rayed 
129 children received treatment 
125 had their teeth cleaned 


This work included the restoration of 274 permanent teeth of 
which 29 were porcelain fillings. Ninety-seven restorations were in 
temporary (first) teeth. Twelve first teeth and one six-year molar 
were extracted. 


Each spring the Millis Visiting Nurse Association and the Millis 
Board of Health sponsors Immunization Clinics. Fifteen children com- 
pleted the initial series of three Triple Antigen injections to protect 
them against Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus. One child 
Was given the Diphtheria and Tetanus booster and 164 received the 
Triple Antigen booster. A new product is now on the market which is 
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to be used to protect the young adult, once again, from Diphtheria. It 
seems that this group is again falling ill with Diphtheria and it is felt 
that boosters for this group should be continued. 


In May two Preschoo] Registration Clinics were held. Eighty-six 
pupils were examined for Kindergarten and four for Grade 1. At this 
registration the child is given a physical examination to determine if 
he is in good health and to point out to the mother any conditions 
needing attention; the parent and child meet the members of the 
school personnel who will work most closely with the child; and the 
school department by this early registration can better plan for the 
incoming Kindergarten and Grade 1 children. 


The number of children who could be helped by speech training 
is of concern to those of us who have these youngsters in our care. I 
wish I could offer a good solution to this problem but the need is uni- 
versal and speech therapists are scarce. As soon as I am notified of 
any person who can assist us in this field, I will get this information to 


the interested parents. 


The Greater Framingham Mental Health Association, which spon- 
sors the Youth Guidance Center, still serves the Millis Schools on a 
consultation basis. Several children have received help and others are 
receiving help through this service. 


This past fall has brought the shortage of classrooms to the Nurs- 
ing Department. For the past several years it has been necessary for 
me to use the auditorium for my testing programs. At these times 
gym had to be omitted. Now, the reading analyst shares my office 
with me. We are both attempting to carry out a good program, but 
neither one can do her best work when reading classes are interrupted 
by an ill child, or when a nurse-child conference is interrupted by a 
reading group. It is difficult for all concerned, and I appreciate Mrs. 
Huestis’ patience in working under these conditions. 


At this time I would like to thank all the school personnel without 
whose cooperation I would not be able to carry out my programs in the 
school. My thanks to the special organizations whose interest in the 
children of Millis has been manifested in many ways. A special “Thank 
You” to the directors of the Millis Visiting Nurse Association who 
freely give of their time for Clinics, use their cars to provide trans- 
portation to these Clinics, and through money earned by the Pet Show 
and Annual Subscription Drive provide many additional hours of 
nursing service in the schoo] and community.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


We have recently completed our annual physical examinations. Of 
the total number examined, including all the students of the Junior- 
Senior High School, alternating grades in the Elementary School, and 
all new pupils—kindergarten, first grade, and transfers—about 35% 
proved to have no physical defects. Among the remainder, the most 
common faults were found in the throat, teeth, feet, posture, and nutri- 
tion. Two students were found to have bone tumors; several showed 
symptoms of heart conditions; there was one case of hypothyroidism; a 
few were found to have speech defects; all these latter students are ei- 
ther under treatment now or will get treatment in the very near future. 
Once again our “parents-present’ program was well received; 114 par- 
ents attended the examinations of 208 elementary school! children and, at 
the same time, discussed the physical findings of 34 junior-senior high 
sehool students. It is gratifying to note that the parents are very 
cooperative and attempts are made to remedy defects as soon as they 
are found. 


Contagion in the schools was adequately controlled. There were 
no serious injuries in athletics, and again we are grateful to the coaches 
for their cooperation. The cafeteria program is excellent and offers 
nutritious meals to the student body. The Greater Framingham Mental 
Health Association is helping us with a few problem cases. 


The Millis Board of Health, together with the Millis Visiting Nurse 
Association, is continuing its efforts in preventive medicine. This 
year’s immunization clinics were attended by 180 children who received 
initial injections or boosters against diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
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tetanus. It is interesting to note that, while these diseases have be- — 


come almost negligible factors among the younger children who receive 
the immunizations, the danger of diphtheria among teen-agers and 
young adults is steadily increasing. The Massachusetts Department of 
Health has recently perfected a vaccine for use in the latter age group, 
and we are now formulating plans for booster injections for them. At 
this time, too, we would like to insert a word about polio immuniza- 
tions. Although opinions are becoming stronger for a fourth booster 
injection, this idea is not yet universally accepted. There are several 
hundred people in Millis, mostly young adults, who have received either 
no injections, or less than the prescribed three, against polio; they must 
be induced to complete the program—we do not want here what hap- 
pened in Detroit last season! The Millis Visiting Nurse Association is 
presently hard at work making plans for “Well Child Conferences” for 
pre-school children, at which the children will receive not only a gen- 
eral physical check-up but also a mental and behavior evaluation by a 
team from the Greater Framingham Mental Health Association—no 
other town in Massachusetts has such a program. 


The above programs are most essential for the continued physical 
and mental development of the Millis children. We cannot effectively 
earry them out without the cooperation of everyone. Our sincere 
thanks must go to our nurse, Miss Coldwell, who does such a superb 
job in arranging these programs, and to her assistant, Mrs. Robert 
Brodeur, to the school authorities, and to the Millis Board of Health 
which has always been so willing to sponsor all of our suggestions.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics was held for the period 
extending from September, 1957 to June, 1958. The total number of 
Clinics was thirty-two. Dental X-rays were taken in cases of those

REPORT ON HOME ECONOMICS 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The overall objective in homemaking education is the improvement 
of home, family, and community life through training of the youth. 
The present day homemaking curriculum includes all the areas of 

_ homemaking involved in the management of a home and in providing 
for the welfare of the family.

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Overcrowded conditions will soon be alleviated by the completion 
of a new school. The Home Economics Department will then be 
equipped for teaching all areas of homemaking. ¥ 


Presently the sixth grade classes, which meet once weekly, have 
completed numerous fundamental stitches. Lessons are now being 
given on machine sewing. From this project they will learn to con- 
struct several types of seams, darts, and various methods of inserting 
zippers. This will enable the girls to construct a cotton skirt. At the 
same time they will become acquainted with commercial patterns. 


The seventh and eighth grade girls, with classes twice each week, 
are constructing woolen projects. These include skirts, middy blouses, 
jumpers, and chemise dresses. During the second half of the year the 
girls will construct a spring project of their choice. In determining the 
choice, the students will apply the principles of good grooming, fabric, 
and wardrobe selection.

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REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The Industrial Arts Department continued to grow in number of 
participating students in all three areas: elementary, junior high and 
high school. 


The program this year has been curtailed to some extent due 
to lack of storage space for both projects and raw materials. 


In the elementary classes we have stressed the acquisition of basic 
skills and knowledges of hand tools and materials. Also, we have 
stressed in elementary classes consumer points of view concerning 
construction and material in different products used in the home and 
school. 


The junior high classes have been aimed toward increased pro- 
ficiency in the use of hand tools and introduction to the basic machines 
used in woodworking. 


The high school classes are divided between the areas of Mechan- 
ical Drawing—Basic and Advanced—and Power Mechanics. We have 
acquired some new testing devices to be used on gasoline engines and 
electrical gauges for testing circuitry of electrical motors and ignition 
systems. Due again to the lack of ample space our actual working and 
testing program cannot be fully developed. It appears that in the near 
future some of the problems will be alleviated. 


Our sincere thanks to all who have helped in our continued de- 
velopment in the field of Industrial Arts.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 


Once more I have the pleasure to submit to you a report of the 
art activities and experiences of the classes I visit and work with in 
Millis. 


Every Friday I see both of the seventh grades and both of the 
eighth grades. On Friday I also visit certain of the elementary grades; 
those that are housed in the high school building. This year there are 
three fifth grades and two sixth grades in this building. These elemen- 
tary grades are visited by me just as often as are those in the Clyde 
Brown building, which I visit on Mondays. Alternating Mondays find 
me with either the first and second grades, or the third and fourth 
grades in that building. I also visit the Kindergarten every two weeks, 
on Monday. 


Teachers often ask me for help with various ideas or projects 
which they may wish to do, or on which we will collaborate. And of 
course they are carrying on with art correlation and experiences 
throughout the year. 


To all the teachers “Thank you”; thank you for cooperation, 
thank you for willingness and enthusiasm, and thank you for the 
interest you evidence in your class’s art experiences. 


It is not sufficient to have art only when the supervisor comes. 


Art may be correlated to classroom studies in so many ways. 
Drawings, class projects, paintings, posters, murals, charts—all provide 
opportunity for artistic creativity and lead to better and clearer under- 
standing of work at hand. And everywhere, in everything he does, 
the child’s natural freshness of approach and his innate sense of design 
shines clear. 


If we can guide our children successfully so that this natural 
freedom of expression remains uninhibited as they mature—if we can 
keep alive their confidence to express on paper their imaginations— 
then we are doing something fine, for an active imagination is useful 
in any line of work, any endeavor. The job of keeping the imagination 
alive is not only mine, but the teacher’s, and the parents.
